at Tai-Foo parish, in. the Namhoi, 


3rd, of last year. 


The countryside appeared to 
have been then in a state of terror 
owing to the activities of a band 
of robbers, to the extent that the 
Magistrate of the district had to 
send down, a letter from his seat, 
requiring the offer of. rewards, at 
$300 a-head, and amounting to 
$3,600, for the arrest of the ring- 
leaders, of whom threo were al- 
leged to be the fugitives. 


An Official Letter. 


Then followed a meeting of the 
villagers at which Tam Yeung, a 
leading clansman, who was the 
bearer of the official letter, was 
present. Discussion took place ag 
to the advisibility of carrying out 
the Magisterial order, and.a de- 
cision appeared to have beet ar- 
rived at before the meeting broke 
up. 


May 8rd, Tam Yeung was attack- 
ed and shot down, it is alleged ‘by 
the three fugitives in the. market, 
place. Although other villagers 
saw the murder, no report was 
made conterning it to the Magis- 
trate for a long time afterwards, 


It was not until February of: 
this year that soldiers were sent 
to the village and cleaned up the 
place. faerie . 

The first witness called, Tam 
Thai, said he was a younger 
brother of the murdered man. It 
wag outsidg a pork-shop, in the 
that he saw his 
brother being killed by four men 
amongst whom he recognized the 
three now charged before’ the 
Court. They used short fire-atms. 


‘Frightened lest he should share 


the same fate, witness ran to a 
neighbouring village and took re- 
fuge in a relative’s house. 


A fortnight previously, the vil- 
lagers had received a dispatch 
from the Magistrate of Namhoi, 
warning them to take repressive 
messages against those of the law- 
breakers who dwelt amongst them, 
lest other villagers, who might be 
innocent, be themselves arrested. 


.Shot in Market Place. 


It so happened that the law- 
breakers ‘had gained. an ascen- 
dancy over the elders of the vil- 
lage, and the report tnat Tam’ 
Heung was compelled to take back 
to the Namhoi Magistrate, was 
to the effect that bandits did not 
exist in the village. 


A fortnight later, he .was shot 
in the market-place. 3 

Tne fugitives were amongst 
the list of six or seven names de- 
finitely mentioned in the Magia- 
terial edict as being those whose 
arrest should be effected: ;
